Florida State University’s 1983 football guide has 
been designed for use by the media and Seminole 
fans. Any questions not covered in this brochure can 
be addressed to the Sports Information Office. 

‘Additional information such as feature material and 
photos will be made available to any accredited 
member of the media upon request. 

All requests for working press, radio, television, pho- 
tographer, or scouting credentials should be directed 
to the Florida State Sports Information Director at least 
‘one week prior to the game. 

Credentials: Space for the working press, radio, 
television and scouts is allocated by the Sports Infor- 
mation Office. All requests for working credentials 
should be directed to this office in writing at least one 
‘week prior fo the game. Florida State's press box is 
located on the west side of Doak Campbell Stadium 
with elevator service to all levels. Media representa- 
tives and scouts should enter through the Press Gate, 
located north of the elevator. 

Policies: Working press will be admitted to the press 
deck, where approximately 90 seats are available. 
Credentials are issued by FSU according to the follow- 
ing criteria: 

(A) Local newspapers, wire services, national pub- 
fications, newspapers from opponent's area 
and student newspapers {rom FSU and oppo- 
nent’s school 

(B) Other daily newspapers with preference to 
those which regularly cover FSU. 

(C) Scouts. 

(D) Non-daily newspapers, with preference to those 
which have regularly covered FSU 

(€) Radio and television personne! not actually 
broadcasting, but considered reporting (seats 
will be provided in the stands). 

Radio-TV: The sixth level of the press box is desig- 

nated for use by radio and television broadcasting 


crews and home and visiting coaches. Each booth is 
fully enclosed and sound proof. 

Photographers: Only accredited photographers will 
be issued credentials. The photo deck, or roo}, of the 
press box offers an unobstructed view for TV, movie 
and still cameras. Photographers will be allowed on 
the sidelines only after receiving an armband on game 
day. Armbands can be picked up at the base of the 
press box when a field photo pass Is presented. Only 
freelance photographers shooting for the FSU Sports 
Information Office will be issued credentials. Dark- 
room space is available in the stadium upon request 

Press Parking: Parking is limited and passes will be 
issued on a priority basis within the same guidelines 
as working credentials. The press lot is located on the 
southwest comer of Doak Campbell Stadium. Access 
to the lot should be made from Stadium Drive. 

Services: Play-by-Play, half-time and complete 
statistics will be provided. When possible, post game 
comments from both coaches and players will be 
available. A light pre-game meal will be served on 
Level Six and refreshments will be available through- 
out the game. 

Telecopiers: An independent telecopier service will 
be available for each game with a nominal fee being 
charged. Please contact the Sports Information Office 
in advance. If you plan to use your own telecopier and 
phone, please have them placed in the telecopier area 
of the press deck. 

Telephones: Telephone service should be secured 
directly through Gentel Telephone Company of Florida, 
Tallahassee (904/222-2236). Have them contact the 
Sports Information Office for location.

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Look Who's 
Back In Town! 


Look out College football! Florida 
State Is back again. 

Back, that is, among the nation’s 
elite. Back to the status of national 
power, Back, if all goes according 
to schedule, among the teams that 
are to be reckoned with come next 
December. And perhaps even 
back where it was in 1979 and 
“80—with a shot at bringing home a 
national championship. 

Really the absence from this lofty 
height wasn't all that prol . 
After consecutive Orange Bowl 
appearances in the aforemen- 
tioned years—two years in which 
the Seminoles were but only one 
victory away from winning if all— 
they dipped to 6-5 in 1981, 

But just at the time when the 
grandstand quarterbacks felt 
Bobby Bowden's Tribe had reached 
its peak and were into a decline, it 
suddenly became apparent that 
the engine was idling. 

Last year, when no one gave the 
Seminoles a chance to return to 
power status, Bowden fooled 
everyone by taking a young, hun- 
gry team to within one game of a 
return to the Orange Bowl— 
eventually to a finish in the nation’s 
Top Ten. high finish in the final 
Polls (a consensus 7th), marked the 
third time in the last four seasons 
that Florida State had finished a 
season in the Top Ten.

A- while last year’s 9-3 rec- 
‘ord and the overwhelming 
31-12 Gator Bow victory over West 
Virginia was enough to make Sem- 
inole fans ecstatic, the thought of 
what could happen in 1983 has them 
‘on the brink of pandemonium. 

“It we can keep everybody healthy 
land get the answers to a couple of 
questions—yes, we could be as 
900d as anybody,” says Bowden. 
“What we have here is 2 whole 
bunch of great potential. Right now 
that’s all 'is—potential.” 

A great deal of that substance 
called potential is on offense. it was 
there that last year's Seminoles 
shined. They finished second only to 
Nebraska in scoring, and third be- 
hind the Cornhuskers and Brigham 
Young in total offense. Pretty elite 
company to say the least 

“Before the season last year we 
kept thinking that our defense was 
just awful,” said FSU linebacker 
Coach Gene McDowell. We couldn't 
stop anything our offense was doing 
After we got into the season we 
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realized that 
nobody else could 
stop our offense 
either, Our defense 
wasn't that bad—our 
offense was just THAT GOOD.” 

If the Seminole offense was in- 
deed “that good,” then it should be 
even better this time around. 

Returning to the fold for 1983 is the 
team's starting quarterback and 
leading passer, Kelly Lowrey, four of 
the top five running backs, six of the 
top eight receivers and nine of the 10 
players off the first two offensive 
lines. 

"Kinda scares me to death,” said 
Bowden. “I'l tell you what, there was 
‘one time during last season that | 
looked out there and saw us doing 
things that | couldn't believe. | said 
to myself, ‘there's nobody in the 
‘world that can stop us.’* 

Of course, LSU and Florida did a 
goad job of slowing down the offen- 
sive machine for two nights toward 
season's end. 


“That's why I say that we've got 
potential,” Bowden says with cau- 
tion. “It's always gonna be out there 
but we've got to use it, We saw ina 
couple of games what could happen 
if we don't throw and we don't catch 
and we don't block. You could have 
the greatest talent in the world, but 
you've still gotta go out there and do 
at” 

Bowden has a proverbial good 
bad story to report at quarterback. 
First the good news: Kelly Lowrey, 
who directed the Seminoles to seven 
straight victories a year ago, is back 
and looks better than ever. 

“Til tell you what, he looked better 
in spring than we even thought was 
possible,” said Bowden of Lowrey. 
“I'm telling you if he plays like he did 
in the spring he will be one of the top 
quarterbacks in America,” 

‘The bad news is that there is an 
‘obvious void behind Lowrey. 

“We really wanted someone to rise 
to the top and take over that No. 2 
spot,” said the Coach. ‘What we had 
was a bunch of guys who were very 
close to one another. | don't like 
when you've got a bunch of players 
ina pack like that. Your great player 
will always rise above the rest 
haven't seen that yet.” 

Look for Bob Davis, Rick Taylor, 
Eric Thomas and Kirk Coker all to get 
another shot at Bowden's chief 
backup quickly this fall 

The Florida State runners will be 
led by the familiar Greg Allen who 
retums for his junior year, Look for 
him to get the ball a lot in 1983 and 
that could spel trouble for Tribe op- 
ponents. Allen has rushed for more 
than 1,600 yards in his first two sea- 
sons and has carried the ball just 
slightly more than 13 times per 
game. 

“I wouldn't be surprised if he gets 
@ few more times than that this year,” 
said Bowden, “We think he’s a great 
runner and we may just tum him 
loose and see what he can do.” 

Cedric Jones is a dependable 
runner who saw considerable action 
last year—he could play tailback or 
fullback. Horace Wilmot emerged 
from the spring as the No. 1 fullback 


and he looks to see plenty of time 
there this fall. Also keep a close eye 
out for junior college transter Roo- 
sevelt Snipes at tailback. A gifted 
athlete, Snipes will get the once-over 
in the fall and may be a familiar 
name before season's end. 

Not much more can be written or 
‘said about the Florida State receiv- 
ers. Without question it is the most 
‘solid group—top to bottom—in the 
schoo''s history. Two years running 
Bowden snared the best available 
receiver in the land. Jessie Hester 
will be a junior this year, Hassan 
Jones a sophomore. Both can catch, 
both can run, both are extremely 
dangerous and both finished behind 
Tony Johnson on the receiving list in 
'82. Johnson and 6-6 Weegie 
Thompson are fine pass-catchers 
who will be seniors this year. 

Tom McCormick has been an All- 
South selection at center two years 
ina row. Ricky Render was the sec- 
ond team All-South tackle, Jim 
Thompson, the other tackle, was 
voted last year's most improved 
player and Jamie Dukes has been 
called the best young lineman ever 
to enroll at Florida State. With those 
peopie up front along with massive 
Herbert Harp, things are solid. 

‘A year ago the second team of- 
fensive line played almost as much 
as the first unit. Any of the group 
including Terry Widner, Parrish Bar- 
wick, John lonata, Sam Restivo and 
Gerry Riopelle could crack the line- 
up before play begins. 

‘With all of that good news one 
could get the feeling the 1983 
Seminoles just can't be beaten. 
Wrong. 

“Icantell you how to beat us,” said 
Bowden. “The same way those 
teams beat us last year. You take the 
ball and ram it right down our 
throats. We have got to be able to 
stop that stuff right up the middle. 
We can't be giving up five, six, seven 
yards right up the middie on the first 
down.” 

‘The main man in charge of doing 
that is Florida State's “Secretary of 
Defense” Alphonso Carreker. At 6-6, 
250 Carreker is certain to be an 
early-round pro draft pick and 
Florida State coaches believe he's 
the best defensive tackle in college 
football this year. They may be right. 

Helping along the defensive front 
will be returning starters David Pon- 
der, back at tackle after having to fill 
a hole at nose guard a year ago, and 


Brad Fojtik. Coaches took a long, 
hard look at Lenny Chavers, back 
aiter missing a season with knee 
surgery, and Todd Stroud to play the 
nose in 1983. 

Dependabie John McLean returns 
at one outside linebacker spot this 
year (they don't call them ends any- 
mora) along with junior Brian Wil- 
lias. Garth Jax, the Texan who won 
himself a starting slot in the Gator 
Bowl as a freshman, will play some 
here as well 

Florida State lost its leading tack- 
ler in Tommy Young, but the Semi- 
noles return the other half of the 
linebacking tandem in senior Ken 
Roe. Henry Taylor looks to be the 
other starter, but Prince Matt and 
Kim Mack played considerably last 
year and should do the same in 
7983. 

The biggest question mark in the 
Seminole camp is the defensive 
secondary where only Brian McCary 
returns. Warren Hanna and Harvey 
Clayton were lost to graduation and 
Larry Harris will miss 1983 recuperat- 
ing from knee surgery. Speedster 
Billy Allen asked to be moved to cor- 
nerback last spring and improved 
‘every time out as he gained experi- 
ence. 

“The only problem,” says Bowden 
of Allen “is that | don’t want him over 


there if he’s gonna be a second- 
teamer. Ill leave him there as long as 
we think he can play. He's too good 
an athlete to sit on the bench.” 

dunior Eric Riley probably had the 
best spring among the defensive 
backs and he'll have a good chance 
to start at one comer. McCrary is 
very solid at weak safety but a daci- 
sion will have to be made between 
Pat Milligan, Tracy Ashley, Joe Wes- 
‘sel and John Piurowski for the strong 
safely slot 

The kicking game will again be a 
‘question early. It appears that Philip 
Hall will enter the season as the 
placement specialist, although Mike 
Rendina hasn't been counted out 
Hall is extremely accurate but 
doesn't have nearly as much range 
as Rendina 

Walkon Brian Harlow handled the 
punting chores last season and did 
teasonably well although Bowden is 
looking for a better job in 1983. 
Freshman signee Louis Berry from 
Panama City, Fla., is the heirap- 
parent as the Tribe punter but how 
S00n he'll be able to take over re- 
mains to be seen. 


The Offense 


QUARTERBACK—Head coach Bobby 
Bowden feels good about his No. 1 
quarterback, and he should. Kelly 
Lowrey rose from the dregs of the 
also-rans during last season's fall 
practice to lead the Seminoles in 
tolal offensive yards. His '82 statis- 
tics included 113 completions of 217 
passes thrown, 1,670 total yards and 
11 touchdowns. And in the 11 games 
he played, Lowrey threw just eight 
interceptions. A starter in seven 
games, the senior enhanced his pos- 
ition with FSU coaches in the spring 
by improving his total game. So sold 
on Lowrey is Bowden, that the head 
coach suggests “how Lowrey goes, 
80 goes the Seminole offense. We 
fee! real good about what Kelly can 
do,” says Bowden. “He improved his 
‘overall game in the spring. He can 
do so many things for us. Ifhe stays 
healthy, we can be a very good of- 
fense." Bowden doesn't feel quite so 
good about the backup quarterback 
situation, although Bob Davis made 
fine progress. Walk-on Kirk Coker 
and often injured Eric Thomas enter 
fall practice in the best position to 
challenge Davis for the second spot. 
TAILBACK—The good news here is 
the return of the nation’s leading 
scorer—Greg Allen. Twenty-one 
times in "82 Allen went over and 
through opponents’ defense for six 
Points. In just two seasons as a

yards and 24 touchdowns and holds 
@ ton of FSU school records. A

last two years, Allen enters the fall as

a starter. Others figuring in the pic- 
ture here are Cedric Jones and 
another Allen—Billy. Jones is a natu- 
ral tailback, but he has seen time at 
fulloack when a double tailback sys- 
tem has been used. Allen, Billy, is still 
somewhat of a question mark since 
he spent the spring learning corner- 
back but count on seeing him in the 
offensive backlield. Two newcomers 
—Roosevelt Snipes and Darrin 
Holloman—will probably settle into 
jobs on the specality teams. 
FULLBACK—Bowden spent the 
spring searching for a bruising 
fullback, a blocker in the spirit of the 
graduated Ken Burnett. The search 
will continue. But with fieetfooted 
runners Cedric Jones and Horace 
Wilmot in the backfield, the Semi- 
noles enter fall practice sporting a 
different dimension, Jones netted 
167 yards during the "82 season on 
33 carries through his reserve 
fullback role. During the spring he 
was moved to tailback but his speed 
at fullback will have Bowden looking 
at several different schemes includ- 
ing the usage of split-backs. “The 
split-back provides us with a differ- 
ent dimension at fullback,” he says. 
It favors the kind of runners we 
have.” 

WIDE RECEIVER—"The roster here is 
deep, talent laden and experi- 
enced,” says the 1982 media guide 
in describing last year's receiving 
corps. Ditto for 1983 as Hassan 
Jones, Weegie Thompson, Jessie 
Hester and ‘Tony Johnson are all 
back. At split end, Thompson, who 
enjoyed an excellent spring, has the 


edge over Tony Johnson. Thompson 
missed the first half of the '82 season 
with a broken leg while Johnson was 
the Seminoles’ leading receiver with 
30 catches. “Both are capable of 
starting at any major college in the 
country,” Bowcden says of the split 
‘end tandem. "We have a lot of depth 
there.” Jones is number one at the 
flanker spot with Hester behind him 
As a freshman, the Clearwater native 
had 12 catches and got his first start 
in the Gator Bowl. Hester, the Semi 
noles’ greatest threat as a game. 
breaker, must become more consist 
ent if he is to win back the job he 
held for 11 games last season. Hes- 
ter was the leader in touchdown 
catches last year with five, Also figur- 
ing among the wide receivers is red- 
shirt sophomore Steve Nicklaus, 
TIGHT END—Without a doubt, Bow- 
den's number one concem on of- 
fense is this position. With the 
graduation of Zeke Mowatt, depth as 
well as talent is the problem. In Tom 
Wheeler the Seminoles have a solid 
periormer, but one who has been 
plagued by injuries. Because of 
those injuries he saw limited action 
in '82. An injury also cut short his 
best spring. Nevertheless, Wheeler 
enters the fall locked in a battle with 
former linebacker Pete Panton. Pan- 
ton impressed Seminole coaches 
with his reckless play and blocking 
but he is short on experience. A 
Rewcomer could find this position 
fone that would allow early playing 
time. 

INTERIOR LINE—Center highlights an 
offensive line which returns all its 


starters. Retuming All-South center 
Tom McCormick enters the fall 
‘number one but fast-improving Sam 
Restivo is only slightly behind. The 
senior McCormick has twice been 
selected first team All-South Inde- 
pendent and Associated Press hon- 
orable mention All-American. Ac- 
cording to Bowden, Restivo's strong 
spring performance means center 
may be a shared proposition this fall 
Sophomore Jamie Dukes anchors 
right guard while Ricky Render is the 
top man at the left guard. Gerry 
Riopelle will challenge at left guard 
while sophomores Parrish Barwick 
and Joe Kostka are behind Dukes at 
the other spat. Jim Thompson enters 
the fall at his starting lett tackle posi- 
tion despite missing spring workouts 
with a knee injury. Behind Thompson 
will be sophomore John lonata, who 
made improvements during the 
spring. Herbert Harp anchors strong 
tackle with Terry Widner backing 
him. With such depth it appears 
Bowden will platoon his entire line 
‘once again. “We're not dominating 
yet,” says Bowden, “but we've got 
everyone back and I hope we've im- 
proved.” 


The Defense 


OUTSIDE LINEBACKERS—A new 
name, experienced veterans and 
excellent depth add some pizzaz to 
the former defensive end positions. 
Returning starter John McLean en- 
ters fall practice anchoring the left 
side while spring practice's most 
improved player, Brian Williams, is 
ahead of Garth Jax at the right out- 
side linebacker spot, According to 
Bobby Bowden, both starters en- 
joyed_excelient springs. McLean 
was FSU's fourth leading tackler dur- 


ing the °82 season while Williams 
saw action as a reserve behind Mc- 
Lean. Freshman Jax, a starter in the 
Gator Bowl, missed spring practice 
due to a broken leg. Another fresh- 
man, Stanley Scott, starts fall prac- 
tice behind McLean. Bowden says 
Florida State should “be solid at the 
outside linebacker spots barring in- 
jury” 


Bowden has 
suggested, “How 
Lowrey goes, so 
goes the FSU 
offense.” 


TACKLES—All-America candidate 
Alphonso Carreker welcomes back 
David Ponder to the interior wall 
where the tandem will tackle chal- 
lenges named Arizona State, LSU 
and Auburn among others. Last year 
the two accounted for 154 tackles. 
FSU coaches say left tackle Car- 
reker, who enters the fall on the wake 
of excellent °83 spring and '82 sea- 


son performances, can be one of the 


nation’s premier defensive tackles. 
Carreker started in opponent's back- 
fields eight times last year, tops in 
quarterback sacks for the Semi- 
noles. Ponder retums to his '81 home 
at right tackle after starting at 
noseguard a year ago. He did see 
some limited action at tackle when 
freshman Isaac Williams filled in for 
him at nose. Ponder missed most of 
spring with a knee injury. Also ex- 
pected to contribute at tackle this fall 
will be three sophomores. Williams, 
‘moved from nose guard, plays be- 
hind Carreker while Jim Hendley and 
Gerald Nichols back up Ponder. 
NOSEGUARDS—Brad Fojtik enters 
fall practice No. 1 at this spot, de- 
spite missing the spring game with a 
knee injury. As a starting tackle in 
"82, Fojtik made 61 hits. The feeling 
among Seminole coaches is that the 
much-traveled Fojtik, who began his 
Seminole career as 2 defensive end, 
has the quickness better suited for 
nose. Sophomore Todd Stroud, a 
surprise in the spring, plays behind 
Fojtik. Lenny Chavers, who entered 
last fall's campaign a starter before 
being sidelined by a knee injury, 
adds further experience. Better 
depth, cites Bowden, should be a 
plus at noseguard this fall 


UNEBACKERS—"Solid” is the way 
Bowden describes the linebacker 
spot which features the likes of All- 
South performer Ken Roe and 
much-improved Henry Taylor. Two- 
year starter Roe was the Seminoles’ 
‘Second leading tackler last fall with 
145. He made his mark in nearly 
every defensive category last year, 
including two interceptions, three 
blocked kicks and two recovered 
fumbles. Improved durability only 
increased the senior’s stock during 
the spring. He will be backed by Kim 
Mack at strong linebacker. A good 
spring performance shot Taylor to 
the top of the pack at the middle 
linebacker spot going into fall prac~ 
tice. He will be challenged by top 
reserve of a year ago—Prince Malt. 
Sophomores Cletis Jones and 
‘Stuart Wyatt also are in positions to 
challenge 


‘CORNERBACKS—in 2 defensive 
secondary that ranked as Bobby 
Bowden's No. 1 concer in the 
spring, the comerbacks worried 
Bowden most. But as the spring 
progressed so did Eric Riley and 
Billy Allen. The two are one-two en- 
tering fall practice at the strong cor- 
nerback spot but Allen may be 
switched back to offense. The other 
cornerback spot belongs to Rockey 
Kinsey, despite his having missed 
the entire spring with an injury. By far, 
Riley enjoyed the best spring of the 
mass of walk-ons, experiments and 
regular defensive backs who were 
tried at corner.

tt says something that Bowden 
would be sought to replace Bryant. It 
says more that he would turn it down 
with hardly a second thought. In- 
deed, Bowden squelched the talk 
before it hardly had a chance to sur- 
face. Bowden knows what he has at 
FSU, and vice versa, 

Seminole fans would have you be- 
lieve that the clouds parted one 
winter day back in 1976, This beam 
of light descended from on high, 
speaking a single word: Bowden 

Florida State fans remember it 
well, They were looking for a coach 
following successive seasons of 
0-11, 1-10, 3-8. Bowden, at the time

the successful coach at West Vir- 
ginia, was available. He tells the 
slory of making his decision to leave 
after slipping on the ice one wintry 
day at Morgantown but, of course, it 
goes deeper than that. Instead, he 
saw at Florida State a chance to de- 
velop a program that could compete 
with the very best in the land. It was 
not 2 pipe dream, 

In 1977, only his second season, 
Bowden coached the Seminoles to a 
10-2 record. Two years later, they 
were 11-0 in the regular season and 
were ranked fourth in the nation, 
going to the Orange Bowl. There fol- 
lowed a 10-1 season that had FSU 
contending with Georgia for the na- 
tional ttle on the final day of the sea- 
son. 

Last year, though, may have been 
his best accomplishment. Many 
figured Bowden would do well to 
coax @ .500 season out of the young 
Seminoles, but those people had to 
be shocked. After nine weeks, FSU 
was 8-1, ranked 8th in the nation, 
and was playing LSU for the right to 
go to the Orange Bowl. The Sem- 
inoles eventually settled for a nation- 
ally televised rout of West Virginia in 
the Gator Bowl, a 9-3 season and a 
No. 10 national ranking, 

Bowden has become legendary in 
Florida—indeed, in the entire South 


The Seminoles play a daring, ag- 
gressive game that defies conven. 

In a tie game at Souther Miss 
early last year, with only five minutes 
remaining, Bowden ordered a fake 
field goal when three points would 
have worked neatly. The fake caught 
everyone by surprise; touchdown!

The 
quarterback,” Bowden explained 
Again, what did you expect? 

Ttis little wonder, then, that Florida 
State officials have had to expand 
Doak Campbell Stadium several 
times during Bowden's seven-year 
tenure. Saturday nights in Tallahas- 
see are something special and its 
largely testament to the happy 
mastermind prowling the FSU 
sideline in search of the unexpected. 

Who, indeed, is this guy? 

He was born in Birmingham, Ala 
which may have been part of the 
reason for the Bowden-to-Alabama 
rumors. He began his head coach- 
ing career at Samilord, in Birming- 
ham, and was 31-6 over four sea- 
sons. 

He later moved to West Virginia, 
where he led the Mountaineers to 2 
42-26 record over six years and Iwo 
Peach Bowl appearances. 

Before his head coaching career 
though, he had been assistant at 
FSU on the Bill Peterson teams in the 
early '60s. He also served as an as- 
sistant at West Virginia 

The background served him well 
in his preparation to be a head 
coach. He had the solid teaching 


background necessary to head a 
program on a major college level 
and he had an opportunity to lear 
the off-field duties so vital to the suc- 
cess of any program. 

His on-field philosophy is simple. 

“| believe in blocking and tack- 
Jing,” he said. “Everything else in this 
game is irrelevant.” 

But as a head coach, he offen 
must leave the block-and-tackle in- 
struction to others, concentrating on 
presenting a positive image in public 
while making sure the football pro- 
gram moves smoothly and in ac- 
cordance with his philosophy. 

“A head coach on the major col- 
lege level is really just ike the head 
of a corporation,” Bowden has said. 
If that is true, Bowden has managed 
to keep the Seminole corporation 
‘one of the homiest and friendliest in 
the land 

He has the gift of making those in 
his presence feel important, as if, for 
the moment, they are the only people 
in the world. He has the humor to 
lighten any situation, the solemnity to 
signal the call that i's time to work 
He can speak in evangelical revival 
tones when it's called for, can have 
you laughing and gasping for air 
when it's not. Football is, after all, a 
game to be enjoyed. I's also his line 
of work, his vocation. He has no 
trouble keeping the balance that 
‘puts it all in perspective. 

Early this season, Bowden will be- 
come the all-time win leader among 
Seminole coaches; he needs just 
four victories. In his seven seasons 
at FSU, he is 59-22, an average of 
nearly nine wins per season. That's 
‘one of the reasons his name is men- 
tioned nearly every time a major 
coaching opening occurs. 

But just like he did last October, 
he'll keep turning them down. He 
committed himself to FSU in 1979 
with a five-year, automatically renew 
Ing contract. He cannot leave with- 
out paying Florida State for the time 
remaining on the contract.

“I don't want 
to go anywhere. | wanted to stay 
here.”

Bowden will get his game into the 
70s. That's a time of year, he con- 
fesses, that he loves as much as any. 

Bowden has taught Florida State, 
indeed, all of college football, that it's 
possible to win and do it with style. 
There is no armed-camp mentality 
surrounding Seminole football; 
things are open, things are easy. 
Bowden is “Coach” or “Sir’ to his 
players, “Bobby’ to his boosters and 
“The Tallahassee Rascal’ to those 
who must oppose him. In Tallahas- 
see, they speak now of the years 
B.B—Betore Bowden. To Florida 
State backers, that seems, thank- 
{ully, long ago and in a galaxy far, far 
away. 

There remains just one challenge 
for Bowden—a national champion- 
ship. The Seminoles have come 
close 2 couple of times but the quest 
remains. Not many schools can even 
ponder such a chase but Bowden 
has maneuvered FSU into a position 
where such talk won't bring out the 
men in white coats. 

That probably says more about 
what Bowden has done at Florida 
Stale than anything else.

Following a career at Boston College where he es- 
tablished himself as the NCAA career completion 
leader, Kruczek was drafted in the second round by 
the Steelers in 1976. He remained with Pittsburgh until 
1980 when he was traded to the Redskins, where he 
played one season. 

Kruczek’s most memorable year as a pro came in 
his rookie season when he replaced an injured Terry 
Bradshaw as the Steeler quarterback. Mike led the 
Pittsburgh club to nine straight victories and a playoft 
berth, completing 51 of 85 passes for 758 yards. He 
was named to the NFL All-Rookie team that season 
and he wears Super Bow! rings fram 1978 and 1979. 

At Boston College, where he earned his bachelor’s 
degree, Kruczek completed 225 of 337 passes for a 
66.8 completion percentage.

Alfectionately known as “Rooster”. Fauls has been 
treating Seminole athletes for 26 years. In early 1970, 
he left the Florida State campus for better than three 
years, but he returned to the Gamet and Gold training 
oom in 1974. Only administrative assistant Bob Harbi- 
son has been associated with Florida State football 
longer than Fauls. 

Fauls continues to treat former athletes who may 
pick up the phone and seek his medical advice. Actor 
Burt Reynolds is most famous for this—one New Year's 
Eve Fauls was called to Reynolds’ Jupiter, Fla. home to 
administer an old knee injury that acted up while 
Reynolds was performing in a one-man show. 

A native of Ithaca, N.Y., Fauls came to Florida State 
after serving as trainer for several professional base- 
ball teams. He has worked as a trainer for the U.S. Pan 
American team and was a member of the Olympic 
Trainer's Selection Committee, He also served as as- 
sistant baseball coach at FSU for eight years. 

Fauls is not only respected for his own abilities as 2 
trainer, but also as a teacher. One such student is Bill 
Ziegler, the head trainer of the Texas Rangers. Many 
other Faul's-trained students now occupy head train- 
ing positions at the collegiate level. 

Fauls, who was inducted into the National Athletic 


Trainers Hall of Fame in 1981, is a 1948 graduate of 
Ithaca College where he lettered in baseball and bas- 
ketball 

He and his wife, Marguerite, have three children.

Florida State 19, Wofford 6 


TAMPA, Fla. (Jan. 2, 1950)—Red Parrish scored twice 
and Buddy Strauss rushed for 132 yards to give 
underdog Florida State a 19-6 win over Wofford in the 
Cigar Bow! football game. 

The victory was a come-trom-behind effort by the 
Seminoles as the Terriers scored only moments into 
the contest to make the score 6-0. That touchdown 
came when Wofford defenders blocked a Bo Manuel 
punt and recovered it in the end zone. The extra point 
attempt was no good. 

For the balance of the first quarter, Florida State 
mounted several drives that stalled around midfield 
while Wofford netted virtually nothing offensively. Early 
in the second period, however, Wofford had its first real 
‘threat. It died on the Seminoles’ 16-yard-line when Bill 
Dawkins intercepted 2 pass and returned it to the 
Terrier 20. Shortly after, Parrish bolted to the tribe's 
initial touchdown that tied the score at 6-6. 

Late in the half the Seminoles got cranked up again. 
Strauss busted up the middle for a 15-yard gain and 
an interference penalty pushed Florida State into Wof- 
ford territory. On the next play Parrish lofted a left- 
handed halfoack pass to Norman Eubanks who made 
a spectacular catch between two defenders at the 
Temer 20. Shorlly after, Parrish bolted to the Tribe's 
initial touchdown that tied the score at 6-6. 
point sent the Seminoles to the locker room with a 13-6 
lead. 

‘The thir period was a dogged defensive battle with 
No serious scoring threats. But in the final period FSU 
pinned Wotford deep in its own territory with a 63-yard 
Manuel punt. After the Terriers fumbled on their own 
eight, the Seminoles were unable to cash in as Parrish 
came up a foot short on fourth down. 

Unable to move the ball out of the deep hole, Wot- 
ford was forced to punt giving the Seminoles excellent 
field position with only minutes remaining. This time 
Don Veller's team wasted no time cashing in. With only 
seconds showing on the clock, Parrish sliced in from 
the five and Florida State had a 19-6 upset victory.

With the score tied 7-7 at the end of the first period, 
the underdog Miners put together @ magnificent 28- 
point quarter that buried the Seminoles on this steamy 
January afternoon. Texas Western quarterback John 


Griner ran the option to perfection in that second quar- 
ter, and the Seminoles, fighting a blinding sun and the 
high altitude, just couldn't keep pace. 

‘After leading 7-0 in the first four minutes of this 20th 
renewal of the Sun Bowl the Seminoles allowed the 
aroused Miners to tie the score late in the period. On 
the first play of the second quarter, Florida State 
fumbled on its own 24 and Texas Wester needed only 
two plays to grab its first lead of the day. That 
touchdown came on a nifty run by Miner ace Jesse 
Whittenton. 

Al that point the flood gates opened. Tom Nugent's 
Seminoles made three more costly mistakes in the 
quarter that led directly to Texas Western touchdowns 
and the homestanding Miners eased into the locker

‘A crowd of just over 7,000 was able to brave the 
10-degree weather for the first-ever meeting between 
the two schools. Players on both teams wore tennis 
‘shoes in an effort to combat the frozen turf. It was the 
Seminoles’ first nationally televised game and a rela- 
tively obscure Howard Cosel handled the color that 
Gay. 

Florida State got off to @ good start in this one, 
mounting two drives deep into OSU territory. Both 
times it came up empty-handed though as field goal 
attempts from the 16 and 23 fell short. 

Okiahoma State managed to dent the scoreboard 
early in the second quarter as swift halfback Duane 
Wood sprinted in from the Fiorida State 17. 

Unable to get anything going in that second period, 
the Seminoles were forced to rely on their defense. The 
last assault came in the final two minutes of the haif. 
The Aggies drove inside the Florida State five and on 
fourth down with 1:15 left, FSU's Ron Hinson stopped 
Forrest Campbell one foot from paydirt. That sent the

41965 Gator Bowl 
Florida State 36, Oklahoma 19 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia. (Jan. 2, 1965)—A brilliant pass- 
ing combination of Steve Tensi and Fred Biletnikoff 
rewrote the Gator Bowl record book and gave the 
upstart Seminoles an impressive 36-19 victory over 
Oklahoma in this post season event. 

The Florida State victory will long be remembered as 
one of the greatest passing shows in the history of 
collage football. Tensi completed 23 of 36 passes for 
303 yards and five touchdowns while Biletnikoff 
hauled in 13 for 192 yards and four TDs. Both players 
signed professional contracts on the field at the com- 
pletion of the game. 

‘Oklahoma claimed the first break of the day as Tensi 
was intercepted. The Sooners marched to the Sem- 
inole 34 but on third down FSU defensive back How- 
ard Ehler picked off an OU pass and sailed 63 yards 
for the initial touchdown. Later in the quarter the Soan- 
ets came back to claim the lead 7-6 but that lead 
lasted only as long as it took the Tribe to move 90 
yards.

With 10 minutes left and the score at 30-19 it was 
time for the Seminole defense to take over. Two 
Grives late in the game came up short for the 
Sooners and finally FSU tackled on its final TD—a 
14-yard Tensl-to-Biletnikoff toss that made it 36-19. 


41966 Sun Bowl 
Wyoming 28, Florida State 20 


EL PASO, Tex. (Dec. 24, 1966)—Fiorida State's vaunt- 
ed passing atlack was not enough to overcome a 
stingy Wyoming defense and the Seminoles fell 28-20 
in their second try for a Sun Bow! title. 

Though the Seminoles got a couple of early breaks it 
was the Cowboys who first drew blood. The initial

score came on a Jim Kiick plunge and the score stood 
7-O atthe end of the first period. Florida State bounced 
back, however, as Bill Moteman fell on a Vic Wash- 
ington fumble and FSU had the ball at the Wyoming 
49. From there Kim Hammond found Ron Sellers for 
the tying touchdown. 

The Seminoles managed to grab the lead in the 
game shortly before the intermission. This time Ham- 
mond hit T. K, Wetherell behind the Cowboy second- 
ary for @ 54-yard scoring strike. At the halt it was 14-7. 

It didn't take long for the Cowboys to tie the score. 
Early in the second half Wyoming quarterback Rick 
Egloff found Jerry Marion for @ 39-yard touchdown, 
Late in the third quarter the Cowboys went ahead to 
stay, Kiick, who gained 135 yards on 23 carries, picked 
up 43 of them on a touchdown run that gave the 
Cowboys a 21-14 lead. 

Florida State made a last-ditch attempt to regain a 
part of the lead as time ticked away in the final quar 
Hammond hit Ron Sellers in Wyoming territory. As the 
lanky receiver was hit, he fumbled the ball and it was 
recovered by teammate Chip Glass at the Cowboy 
five. But the tenacious Wyoming defense held in the 
final three minutes. From there Wyoming used a pair of 
15-yard penalties and the running of Kiick to drive to 
the FSU 14 in the waning minutes. Eglot! scampered 
Into the end zone for the final Cowboy touchdown. 


1967 Gator Bowl 
Florida State 47, Penn State 17 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (Dec. 30, 1967)—Penn State 
jumped to a commanding 17-point lead at intermission 
but Florida State battled back in the second half to 
gain an exciting 17-17 tie. 

‘The Seminoles received the kickott but were stalled 
at the Penn State 25. The Lions fumbled afier one play 
but an intercepted pass gave them the ball back and 
they got the first score on a 27-yard field goal by Tom 
Sherman in the closing minutes of the first quarter. 

Late in the second period Sherman passed to Jack 
Curry on a 10-yard touchdown play and then came 
back to hit All-America tight end Ted Kwalick with 
seconds remaining in the half. The Seminoles were 
completely stopped before intermission as Penn 
Stale threw up a stingy defense that kept Kim Ham- 
mond and his mates at bay. 

The momentum changed in the second half, how- 
ever. Penn State received the kick but was forced to 
punt. The Tribe drove quickly to the Lion one but 
couldn't punch the ball in. However, on the next 
series, the Lions gambled on fourth down at their 
‘own 15 and the Seminole defense held. Three plays 
later Hammond passed to Ron Sellers for the initial 
Florida State score. 

‘When Lion halfoack Charlie Pittman fumbled the ball 
on the kickoff the Seminoles were back in business at 
the Penn State 22. Passes to Sellers and Bill Moreman 
‘moved the ball to the one and from there Hammond 
00k it on himself to cut the lead to 17-14. 

With just over 2 minute to play in the game, Ham- 
mond directed a picture-periect drive from the 
Seminole 31 to the Penn State 15. There Florida State 


was faced with a fourth-and-five situation with 17 sec- 
onds remaining. Coach Bill Peterson decided to go for 
the sure three points and a tie rather than to risk a 
17-14 loss. Grant Guthrie booted the field goal and the 
1967 Gator Bowl had co-champions. 


1968 Peach Bowl 
Louisiana State 34, 
Florida State 27 


ATLANTA, Ga. (Dec. 30, 1968)—Competing in its 
fourth consecutive bowl game Florida State couldn't 
outscore Louisiana State and the Seminoles fell 31-27 
in 2 soggy game that initiated Atlanta's Peach Bowl 

The Seminoles had been considered a slight favor- 
ite in the game until the teams took the field for the 
pre-game warmups. It was at that point that the rain 
began to fall and it didn't let up until the final minutes of 
the contest played at Georgia Tech’s Grant Field. 

Despite the rain, the Seminoles wasted litle time 
getting on the scoreboard. LSU wan the toss but the 
Tigers bobbled the ball and FSU's John Crowe 
pounced on the loose ball at the Tiger 36. Tom Balley 
swept around right end on the game's first play from 
scrimmage and went all the way for the touchdown. 

That was the only score of the first periad, however, 
as the heavy rain hampered both teams. In the first 
period, the Seminoles recovered two more LSU fum- 
bles and intercepted a Tiger pass. 

Early in the second period Bill Cappleman capped a 
75-yard drive with a 21-yard touchdown pass to Bill 
Gunter that gave the Tribe a 13-0 lead. LSU's first score 
‘came midway through the second period on a 39-yard 
unt return of a stray Bill Cheshire kick. A 32-yard field 
goal in the waning minutes of the half cut the Seminole 
lead to 13-10 at intermission. 

‘The Tigers came roaring back in the third period and 
a pair of touchdowns staked them to a 24-13 lead. But 
the Seminoles were not finished. A fourth-quarter 
Cappleman to Sellers pass brought Florida State 
within five and with 6:15 left in the game it went on 
top 27-24 with a Cappleman-Sellers aerial and a two- 
point conversion pass to Chip Glass. 


4974 Fiesta Bowl 
Arizona State 45, 
Florida State 38 


TEMPE, Ariz. (Dec. 27,1971)—In one of the most daz- 
ziing offensive shows in bowl history Arizona State 
managed to score with 34 seconds remaining in the 
game and capture the first-ever Fiesta Bow! 45-38. 
Over 51,000 partisan Arizona State fans crowded 
into Sun Devil Stadium and Ray Scott was on hand to 
call the shots over a 140-station TV network. Florida 
State's initial drive stalled and Arizona State wasted no 
time in grabbing a 7-0 lead. FSU's Barry Smith brought 
the kickoff back 49 yards and like lightning Gary Hutt 
and his mates tied the score. Huff's passes put the 


Tribe at the one and trom there Paul Magalski got the 
‘six points. 

Thirty-two points went on the board in the second 
quarter, The locals drew first blood but soon a field 
goal by Frank Fontes moved the Seminoles to within 
one at 14-13. The momentum seemed to swing to 
Florida State as it raced 63 yards on a later drive and 
added a two-point conversion to lead 21-14. With just 
over two minutes left in the half ASU's Danny White hit 
Steve Holden for a 55-yard scoring pass that tied it at 
21-21. 

But, at that point the Seminoles proved they had 
come to play. Huff put on a brilliant passing display. 
hitting Gaydos for 46 yards to the Sun Devil 10. With 
time running out, Rhett Dawson snared his second 
touchdown pass of the day to give the Tribe a 28-21 
lead at halftime, 

The third quarter was all Arizona State. Holding the 
ball almost the entire quarter, the Sun Devils put 10 
points on the board and led 31-28 heading into the final 
stanza. Early in that last quarter Florida State culmi- 
nated a 75-yard drive with a field goal to tie the game 
31-31. On an exchange of punts, Holden hurt the 
Seminoles again. This time he returned a Dwane Car- 
roll punt 63 yards for a touchdown. Florida State came 
back to tie the game again as Dawson made a sensa- 
tional touchdown grab between two defenders with 
4:44 left in the contest. 

A final ASU drive resulted in a Woody Green score 
with 34 seconds left to provide the final margin. 


4977 Tangerine Bowl 
Florida State 40, Texas Tech 17 


ORLANDO, Fia. (Dec. 23)—Florida State, making its 
first bow! appearance in seven years, demolished 
Texas Tech, 40-17, in the 32nd Tangerine Bow! 

‘A record-breaking crowd of 44,502 witnessed al- 
most total domination by the Seminoles, who became 
the only Division | schoo! currently playing major col 
lege football in Florida to achieve 10 victories in a 
single season. 

FSU jumped ahead with 5:50 remaining the opening 
quarter on a 23-yard Dave Cappelen field goal. It 
stayed that way until Mike Mock of Texas Tech evened 
the count with a 24-yarder early in the second quarter. 
At that point however, the Seminoles took over. It was a 
93-yard kickoff return by Larry Key following the Tech 
field goal that gave the Seminoles the lead for good, 

Later in the same quarter, quarterback Jimmy Jor- 
dan found tight end Grady King on a 37-yard scoring 
pass that boosted the Seminole lead to 16-3 at inter- 
mission, 

‘The Seminoles continued to add to their cushion in 
the third quarter. First Jordan found Mike Shumann 
with a 40-yard scoring toss. Next Cappelen booted 2 
22-yard field goal. That made it 27-3. 

Tech retumed to the board with 7:46 remaining in the 
quarter on a 44-yard scoring pass to make it 27-9, The 
count remained that way until Wally Woodham found 
Roger Overby on a 15-yard scoring toss to increase 
the Seminole lead with just 3:34 left. 

Neither team was through yet, however. Tech came 
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‘back to score on a 21-yard run by Billy Taylor and with 
Just 48 seconds remaining, FSU completed the scor- 
ing on a 44-yard pass involving Woodham and Chip 
Sanders. 


1980 Orange Bowl 
Oklahoma 24, Florida State 7 


MIAMI, Fla. (Jan. 1, 1980)—Julius Ceasar Watts and 
Heisman Trophy winner Billy Sims each rushed for 
‘more than 100 yards and a stingy Sooner defense held. 
Florida State to 182 total yards as Oklahoma defeated 
Florida State 24-7 in the 46th annual Orange Bow! 
Classic, 

For 17 minutes, it appeared that Florida State would 
see its dream of a 12-0 season and possible national 
championship come true as it took a 7-0 lead on a 
‘one-yard Mike Whiting touchdown run in the first quar- 
ter. 

FSU had a chance to double its lead just moments 
later when punter Micheal Keeling’s kick was blocked 
by comerback Bobby Buller and recovered on the 
Oklahoma 17 by Keith Jones. 

Alter a first down, FSU failed to gain more than two 
yards on three tries and Rick Stockstll fumbled a snap 
from center on an attempted field goal try which re- 
sulted in Oklahoma stopping the FSU drive and gain- 
ing possession on the Oklahoma 19, 

Following a 25-yard pickup by Sims and a sack of 
six yards James Gilbert, Watts kept the ball on a 
‘sweep to the right and ran 61-yards for a score. 

Watts’ run was a sample of things to come for the 
Seminoles. Following the kickoff, Jimmy Jordan's first. 
ass was picked off by Bud Herbert, who would go on 
to intercept three passes on the night, and returned to 
the Seminole 10. Two plays later, Stanley Wilson got the 
call from the five and rambled in for the score and a 
14-7 Sooner lead 

Fred Keeling made it 17-7 at the half with a 24-yard 
field goal and the Sooners were on their way to victory, 

‘The remainder of the game was a defensive standoff 
until Sims took a lateral from Watts and raced 22 yards 
into the Seminoles endzone at the 7:13 mark of the 
fourth quarter. 

For the game, Sims ended up the leading ground 
gainer with 164 yards on 24 carries, Watts tallied 127 
yards on 15 attempts. FSU was outgained in the game 
by a 447-182 margin, 


4981 Orange Bowl 
Oklahoma 48, Florida State 17 


MIAMI, Fia. (Jan. 1, 1981)—It took something that 
Oklahoma was not supposed to be able to do well to 
beat Florida State in the 1981 Orange Bowl—pass. 
With time running out and the Seminoles leading 17-10, 
quarterback JC Watts—a swift quarterback who led a 
Notorious Oklahoma running game, drilled an 11-yard 
touchdown pass to split end Steve Rhodes with 1:27 
remaining. 

Going for the win on the conversion, Watts rolled to 
his right and hit tight end Steve Valora to give the 
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‘Sooners an 18-17 win over upset-minded Florida State 
in the 47th annual Orange Bow! Classic. 

Six hours earlier, Georgia defeated Notre Dame in 
the Sugar Bow! to wipe out any aspirations of a 
‘Seminole national championship. Ironically, the loss 
‘came in the same place (Orange Bow!) where hopes 
for @ second undefeated regular season were erased 
bby the University of Miami, 10-9. 

A Florida State fumble recovery and a missed field 
goal kept Oklahoma off the board for the first quarter 
and FSU took a 6-0 lead when Ricky Williams capped 
off a 70-yard touchdown drive with a one-yard plunge. 
Bill Capece converted and the Seminoles led by 
seven. 

The score remained the same until two seconds 
temaining in the first half as Fred Keeling’s 53-yard 
field goal attempt was good. as the Sooners moved to 
within four at 7-3. 

Oklahoma took the second haif kickotf and marched 
78 yards for a touchdown and a 10-7 lead. On a 
second and goal from the FSU four, halfback David 
Overstreet took @ pitchout to the right and scored 
easily. 

‘On the following series, FSU drove from its own 2010 
the Oklahoma 27, only to watch Capece's 44-yard field 
goal attempt sail to the right. The Seminoles recovered 
a Watts fumble three plays later, however. and this time 
Capece's field goal from 19 yards was good and the 
‘Seminoles tied the score at 10 

With 13 minutes left in the game, Keeling dropped 
back to his own 18 to punt. The snap sailed through his 
hands and into the endzone where Bobby Butler re- 
‘covered for a touchdown and a 17-10 Seminole lead. 

Both teams traded punts and Oklahoma took over 
fon its own 22-yard line trailing by seven with 3:30 
remaining on the clock. At this point, Watts abandoned 
the forte of the Sooner offense—the running—and 
went to the ai. 

Facing a third and nine on the OU 23, Watts hit split 
end Steve Rhodes with a 42-yard pass to the FSU 35, 
Chet Winters hauled in a 14-yard pass to the Florida 
State 21 for another first down. 

Alter one more first down on a ten-yard scramble by 
Watts, the senior quarterback found Rhodes in the 
‘endzone for the touchdown. 

Two completed passes gave Florida State the ball 
‘on the Oklahoma 45 with just five seconds remaining 
Capece attempted to give Florida State the win with a 
62-yard field goal, but the attempt fell six yards short 
and the Seminoles had lost to the Sooners for the 
second straight time in the Orange Bowl

There is also surely a temptation to 
pick games of recent vintage; games that are fresh in the 
‘memory. | plead guilty here. No game on my list was 
played belore 1964 and seven were played in the Bowden 
Era. So, realizing that a case could probably be made for 
dozens of others, here are my ten in chronological order. 
4964FSU 46 Florida 7, Perhaps the most important 

in Florida Stato annals came in the Gators’ first invasion of 
Campbell Stadium. A key dofensive play by Jack 
Shinholser and an offense led by Steve Tensi and Fred 
Bilotnikoff brought the Tibe its first victory over Florida in 
seven tries. 

4967_F8U 37 Alabama 37. It may be odd that all ton are 
not victories, and that one is a ti, but this was not a usual 
kind of tie. Kim Hammond, Ron Sellers & Co. battled 
‘Snake Stabler, Dennis Homan & Co. to what was then the 
highest scoring tie in football history. The deadlock with 
Bear Bryant's men brought FSU great visibility. 
1967_F8U 24 Florida 46, The Seminoles’ second win over 
Florida was one of Stale’s most dramatic. Injured in the 
first halt, quarterback Kim Hammond came back in the 
final 30 minutes to move the team the length of the field in 
four plays. The winning touchdown came on a 38-yard 
heave to Fon Sellers, 

4977—£SU 37 Florida 9. This is a game that challenges the 
“64 victory as the Seminoles’ biggest. After a ten- 
rought the Florida State squad went into Florida 

‘and, for the first time, decisively romped the Gators. A 
‘reat defense, led by Ron Simmons, Aaron Carter and 
Jimmy Heggins, superb running by Larry Key and Jimmy 
Jordan's brilliant passing to Mike Shumann and Roger 
Overby are never to be forgotten. 

1978 FSU 38 Florida 21. This strange, see-saw battle is on 
the list because it marked the first time Florida State had 
won two straight from Florida. Ahead 21-0 at the end of the 
first period, FSU allowed the Gators to tie 21-21 at the halt.

But the final 30 was all Florida State as Wally Woodham, 
Homes Johnson and Mark Lyles moved the offense and 
Willie Jones spent the second half in the Gator backfield. 
4979_FSU 24 LSU 49. Florida State's first trip to Tiger 
‘Stadium was a nationally televised victory that kept the 
unbeaten string alive at seven and was a big hurdle 
cleared in the drive toward an undefeated season. Jimmy 
Jordan's briliant passing, the receiving of Jackie Flowers 
‘and a stout defense told everyone that “FSU was for real.” 
4980—FSU 48 Nebraska 44. Another game close to the top 
Of the Tribe's greatest is this struggle.

‘Surge through a Campbell Stadium crowd as I did on the 
night of October 11 
4984_FSU 49 Notre Dame 43. Few teams go into Notre 
Dame Stadium and win first time out. That is what FSU did 
in a game that ranks as one of Coach Bowden's favorites. 
‘Two Stockstil passes to Mike Whiting got the scores, Ricky 
Williams® sensational running added offensive power and 
a hard hitting defense gave the Tribe its victory. The na- 
tional publicity advantage of this one was incalculable. 
4982—FSU 34 West Virginia 12. The tenth and last is Florida 
State's most recent grid battle. After losing two in a row 
the solid victory over the Mountaineers ended the season 
‘on a winning note for the first time since 1978 and vauited 
Florida State into the year end top 10. Billy Allen's 95-yard 
Kickolf return, Greg Allen's MVP play and Blair Willams’ 
steady quarlerbacking, together with a defense that 
splashed through the Water to shut down a fine Mountie 
offense were the difference. The principal value of this 
victory may be seen even more clearly in83.

Tucked in the Florida panhandle 
just shy of the state’s northern border 
lies Florida State University, At home 
in the capital city of Tallahassee, 
Florida State is a co-educational 
university and is the senior member 
of the nine universities in the state 
system.

Overseas study programs in fields 
ranging from law to hotel and restau- 
fant administration are offered in 
Florence, Italy: Oxford and London, 
England: Switzerland, Yogoslavia 
and the Panama Canal Zone.

Through it all, however, “Bernie,” as he's known to 
his friends, has come out on top. His commitment and 
loyalty to Florida State University remain as strong as 
ever, In fact, he and Mrs. Sliger donated $5,000 for this 
year's annual faculty awards, presented during spring 
commencement. 

Sliger eamed a Ph.D. in economics from Michigan 
State University. Prior to coming to Florida State, he 
worked 19 years as a professor and administrator at 
Louisiana State University and helped create the 
Louisiana Coordinating Council for Higher Education, 
of which he was executive director. 

In 1972, Siiger joined the administrative team at FSU 
as executive vice president.

Although Sliger gives academics top priority, he 
sees athletics as a vital aspect of FSU.

One of Siiger’s proudest accomplishments has 
been getting legislative approval for the FAMU/FSU

His remaining goals include seeing the completion 
of the engineering program and obtaining a new sci- 
ence library. 

Even with the time-consuming demands of a univer- 
sity president, Stiger finds time to participate in Florida 
‘State sports as, he terms it, “an energetic spectator.” 

But President Sliger is no newcomer to the athletic 
scene. During his high schoo! days in his hometown of 
Trout Creek, Mich., he was a member of the basketball, 
track and football teams. Following a three-year tour of 
duty with the Army during World War Il, Sliger returned 
to Trout Creek to teach math and coach the track and 
basketball teams.

311,607 fans into Doak 
Campbell Stadium in 1982, an aver- 
age of 51,934 per game. Tops ever in 
@ season at FSU, it was made possi- 
ble_by an expansion that allows 
55,246 fans to view Seminole foot- 
ball each game. On Dec. 4, 1982, 
Doak Campbeli drew its largest 
crowd ever when 57,369 fans jam- 
med into the steel structure to watch 
the Seminoles and intrastate rival 
Florida. 

Ina short period of time, Florida 
State football nas attracted many 
faithful followers. On October 8, 
1950, just three years after Florida 
State had fielded its first football 
team, the Seminoles and the Ran- 
dolph Macon Yellowjackets played 
the first game in Doak Campbell 
Stadium. A record crowd of 9,676 
watched the game under temporary 
lights as Florida State won 40-7, 

Today, Doak Campbell Stadium is 
fully lighted for nighttime football and 
seats @ comfortable 55,246, Six ex- 
pansions during the last 33 years 
have added over 40,000 seats, in- 
cluding 4,000 for the 1982 season. 


Doak Campbell's original 15,000 
capacity in 1950 soon grew to 19,000 
four years later and in 1961, a further 
‘expansion enabled 25,000 to watch 
Seminole football. During the Bill 
Paterson era, the stadium was ex- 
panded to 40,500 and it remained at 
that capacity for the next 14 years. 
Between 1978 and 1982, three more 
additions became a reality for 
Florida State followers. 

Named for Doak S. Campbell, the 
first president of Florida State Uni- 
versity, the steel structure sits adja- 
cent to the school's campus. The 
stadium's gold seats rise out of a 
natural Bermuda grass playing sur- 
face, enclosing the field except at 
the endzones where additional 
stands accommodate an overllow 
crowd. Future plans of expansion will 
enclose the ends into a perfect bow. 

Above the west stands towers the 
pressbox while a skybox over the 
east stands provides a viewing area 
for the Seminole Boosters, Inc. 

‘A $400,000 scoreboard, erected 
in 1980, rises above the south end- 
zone. One of the finest in the country, 


it includes 2 message center that is 
operated by computer. In addition to 
the usual scoring summary, the 
scoreboad updates offensive and 
defensive statistics throughout the 
game.
